regulations issued by the competent 
authorities.

ner and until the Vatican City is pro- 
vided with its own laws, the laws is- 
sued by the Kingdom of Italy are ob- 
served, together with regulations put 
forth by office of the Governor of 
Rome. This, however, is true only with 
the specific modifications and limita- 
ions provided in the laws of the Vati-

Provisions for Commerce. 

In general, the penal code, the code 
yf penal procedure, the civil code, the 
‘ode of civil procedure, and the com- 
mercial code of the Kingdom of Italy 
ire adopted.

Need of Catholic 


Is Emphasized 


Notre Dame, Ind.—Proselytizing of 
Catholic children by summer vacation 
Bible schools was urged by Father 
‘Edwin O’Hara, Director of the Rural 
Life Bureau of the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference, Washington, D. 
C., as one of the vital reasons why 
‘Catholic religious education during 
vacation is necessary. Father O’Hara, 
a member of the summer school facul- 
ty of Notre Dame University, was ad- 
dressing a gathering of nuns and 
priests in Washington Hall at Notre 
Dame recently when he condemned 


olic children. 

Father O’Hara, whose. speciality is 
Rural Sociology, stressed the need of 
religious education in country districts 
‘because of the relatively high percent- 
age of children in the country, and be- 
cause city population is always depen- 
dent upon rural districts for its in- 
crease. 

Though there are 18,000 Catholic 
‘churches in America there are only 
8,000 Catholic schools, and thus 
10,000 groups of Catholic children are 
without any kind of religious educa- 
tion. It is for these 10,000 groups that 
the National Catholic Welfare Council 
is establishing summer vacation 
The religious vacation school as now 
established, Father O’Hara said, con- 
sists of three hours a day of imstruc- 
tion for five days a week over a period 
of thirty days. This total of sixty 
hours of character study and influence 
is conducted by nuns, seminarians, 
Catholic women regularly teaching in 
public schools, and seniors in Catholic 
girls’ colleges. Last summer there 
i'were forty dioceses having this form 
of education, and this summer the 
‘number has been raised to seventy- 


eight.
